Close of the Furber Picture Sale at the 
Fifth Avenue Galleries. 

The remaining seventy-five paintings of 
the collection sold by order of Arthur 
Furber brought $29,840 at the Fifth Avenue 
-Art— Galleries last evening. The amount 
realized by the sale of the entire collection 
6 $61,630. Thaulow's "River Arques" 
brought the highest price of the evening, 
$1,800, a Koybet, entitled "Cavalier of the 
Period of Louis XIII., was sold for $1,600, 
and "A Morning Walk, by Alfred Stevens, 
fetched 51,200. 

When "A Portrait of a Lady," catalogued 
as a Sir Joshua Reynolds canvas, was put 
up, some one in the crowd asked if it was 
guaranteed to be genuine. The auctioneer 
replied that none of the paintings was 
guaranteed. In many cases, he said, it 
would be impossible to prove a work 
genuine unless the artist could rise from 
his grave and say that it was his work.
